He said: “If Croatia want 
to join the League, they 
know the criteria.”

One of Australia’s most falented and skilful ball 
players is South Melbourne’s attacking left-back or 
midfielder Alan Davidson. 


Davidson, 22, is a perfect 
example of a dedicated young 
professional, Sheer determina- 
tion and tenacity won him a 
place in one of Australia’s top 
clubs and selection in the na- 
tional team. 

I visited the Australian train- 
ing ‘camp recently, where the 
Socceroos were preparing for 
the coming internationals 
against England, and spoke at 
length with Davidson about the 
past, present and future. 

Alan was born in William- 
stown, Melbourne on June 1, 
1960-and began his career with 
Altona City. 

As a youngster he spent 
hours practicing his ball skills 
— and still does, 

He was so eager to break 
into big-time Soccer that from 
the age of 17 he began approa- 
ching clubs to give him a 
chance. 

This factor highlights our 
poor talent scouting set-up. He 


was left to go searching for 
recognition on his own 

Yet, Davidson's will to 
succeed overcame that ob- 
stacle. 

I fired some questions at 
Alan to enlighten our readers a 
little more on him, 

Davidson told 

“E have no favourite position 
on the field, T love to play 
anywhere.” 

At the end of the 1978 season 
South Melbourne half- 
heartedly gambled on the 
youngster when the then man- 
ager-coach, Dave McLaren de- 
cided to give Alan a run. 

It's history now that David- 
son proved himself and has 
been a regular first grader with 
the club since. 

Who are some of the best 
coaches Davidson has had? 

“Lenny McKendry, who 
handled the Victorian State 
squad, Also John Margaritis at 
South Melbourne. To some ex-

tent Rudi Gutendorf because 
he was the one that made me 
realise what discipline was all 
about and how vitally impor- 
tant it is for a football team.” 

Was there any other influ- 
ence in Alan's career. 

“Yes, of course. My parents 


were very important and to a 
great degree they still are 
Another was Ian Hynds who 
had me in the junior ranks.” 


Which club does Alan think 
will crack the NSL champion- 
ship this year? 

“South Melbourne will give 
it a good shake, even though 
we have had some poor results 
recently. Sydney City and St 
George will be challenging and 
Sydney Olympic could also 
prove a threat, 


Who does Alan rate highly as 
‘a player in the NSL? 

Peter Katholos — and not 
because he is my friend. Peter's 
ability on the ball is superb. He 
is marvellous with his skills, has 
good vision, is an excellent pas- 
ser of the ball and his great 
character for Soccer. His dedi- 
cation is superb. 

“1 also have great respect for 
Gary Byrne and Steve Blair 
They are top players. 

T swung the talk across to the 
coming England Test series: 

“1 am highly excited about 
England coming here. It will be 
sensational for all of us and we 
must capitalise by achieving 
good results, 

“For the players it is pre- 
stigious to play against Eng- 


land~It is: major-event”as~

~ ‘Soccer hiss always grau- 
bed plenty of attention in Au- 
stralia. 

“By having the opportunity 
to face such talented players it 
gives us the chance to rate 
ourselves against them. 


‘What does Alan look for ina 
good coach? 

“A man that is well organ- 
ised and can teach players in- 
dividually as well as collective- 
ly. To spot players’ weaknesses 
and work on them. To be able 
to create a happy and warm 
atmosphere within the squad. 

“He should be able to instil 
into the players the spirit to 
fight and work for one 
another” 


Who are some of Alan's 
favourite world players? 

“Pele definitely was and 
currently Italy's Conti.” 

‘What are some of the wrongs 
in Australian Soccer? 

“Well I don’t know about the 
wrongs so much as I do about 
my personal hates. 

“My pet hates are injuries 
Another is travelling, especial- 
ly in the NSL. It is boring 
catching buses, planes, waiting 
around airports, hotel lobbies. 

‘Away-games are murder.” 

1 asked if he had some words 
of wisdom for our junior Soccer 
players. 

“Juniors just don’t realise 
what Soccer has to offer. 

“There is the opportunity to 
see the world, make money and 
gain personal prestige and 
status. 

‘AL first it seems to be all fun 
to them. 

But, in later vital years — say 
15 to 18 where this is the period 
for them to break through —

WEST-NALLY, the inter- 
national consultants:

THERE is a dearth of under 21 amateur Soccer teams in Sydney which needs to 


be overcome. 


This 1s the obvious con- 
clusion from a survey of the 
position amongst the 
amateur associations in the 
Sydney Branch.

$80,000 in the red, so it is essential that 
Ninian Park should be filled for the 
Brazilian game. 

It is costing the Welsh F.A. $80,000 to 
get Brazil, who will have a party of 33 
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people in Cardiff. The match attendance 
will have to reach 25,000 just to break 
even. 

F.A. secretary Alun Evans said: “This 
match could set us up financially for the 
next couple of years and we are confident 
the fans will respond.” 

It was hoped to play at the larger Arms 
Park — home of the Rugby Union — but 
that ground will be closed for repairs.
